W here C arelessness Cost 
400 Lives 


At the opening of th** W a r of I fill* 
flier** lived ut Luke Tensuw, near NU* 
bile, Ala., ii wealthy half breed nam***! 
Samuel Minims. 
His house was built 
on low, sandy ground, surrounded by 
a marsh, anil around It bt* had con 
at fileted ii stockade with an uncom­ 
pleted blockhouse at one corner. 
When th** Creek Indians Joined th** 
calls** of the British the settlers gilt Ii 
ered at fills fort and in July, IS11t. 
General Claiborne sent a force of 175 
soldiers, under Mnj. Daniel Beasley. 
to hold the fort. At first Beasley ener 
gefieally obeyed Claiborne's orders to 
strengthen the fort, then allowed the 
work 
to 
slacken 
when 
th** 
Creeks 
fulled to make any hostile move. 
He 
even becam e so negligent as to fall to 
post guards, except ut night and, one 
day when two sluves brought news of 
having seen signs of a large body of 
Indians, Bensley ordered them flogged 
for spreading u false alarm. 
The next day, Just as the drums beat 
the nm*n mess call, a horde of "Rod 
.sticks" (Creek warriors) dashed nut 
of a little ravine near the fort and 
were within SO yards of th** gate. 
which stood wide open and unguarded, 
before they were discovered. 
Beasley 
saw them first and ran to shut the 
gate. 
As he put hts shoulder against 
the heavy log door the sand, which had 
drifted against It, held it open for a 
second. 
In that Instant the Indians 
struck it, hurled It hack, fell upon 
Beasley and cut him down. 
Then the red horde, led by Chief 
Wentherford, poured Into the fort. So 
desperate was the defense of the sol 
dlers th a t at first the Creeks were 
driven hack. 
But W eatherford rallied 
them ami they soon gained full pus 
session of the fort by burning the de­ 
fenders out from house to house In 
the Inclosure. 
The slaughter that fol­ 
lowed 
was 
appalling. 
W eatherford 
tried to control his maddened warriors, 
but he could not hold In check the 
storm 
of 
destruction 
that 
lie 
had 
loosed. Men, women and children went 
down before the hatchet and scalping 
knife and, except for 12 soldiers who 
broke through and escaped Into the 
woods, and one of the 450 survived. 
The defenders of Fort Minims sold 
their lives dearly, however. More than 
400 of the 1,000 Creek w arriors who 
attacked the fort were killed or badly 
wounded. 
A year later W eatherford's 
people were forced to pay in full for 
the F ort Minims m assacre when "Old 
Hickory" Jackson defeated them at 
Tohopeka and blotted out forever the 
flower of the Creek fighting force.

the m ajor leagues. 
W hen the two leagues decided to r e w a rd with a citation or a cash prize, 
as in the case of the National L eague, the player voted the most valuable in 
the league, it was made clear to the w riters ch ose n to make the selection that 
the honor was not intended for the biggest star, the best gate attra ctio n, nor 
tile most popular player, hut for the o n e who proved himself of most value 


to his team. 
Tile American League was the pione er in the movement to recognize the 
individual brilliance and the tea m spirit of a player when a d ip lo m a wa. 
offered in 1922. 
Tile three selections since then have been ha pp y choices for 


p opula r awards. 
George Sisler won flu honor in 1922, Babe Ruth was selected in 1929 
and last y e ar the laurel was a w a rd e d to W alt er Jo h n s o n , cine of the most 


capable ami highly popula r c h a p e l e t 
in baseball 
The na m e of Eddie Collins, rated as one of the gre a te st second ba se m en 
in the his tory of baseball, was conspicuous in tin* ballots cast at each e l e c ­ 
tion, but be was un fo r tu n a te in havin g for opposition th ree players who o u t ­ 
shone him in color only. 
Collins a lw a ys has been such a perfect mecha nic 
at ids business that be did not dra w unto himself the spotlight that was 


a ttra c te d by Sisler, Ruth and Johnson. 
The rule in the A merican League provides that a player once selected for 
the honor becomes ineligible as a candid a te for tile second or third time and 
this nil'* removes practically all the rivals th a t Collins might have this year 
for election. 
Even in an open field, w he re Sisler, Ruth a n d Jo h n so n could lie 
a candidate again, Collins would he an outs ta ndin g cand idate. 
in his first yea r as a man ag er, ('oiling has sh ow n ult tin* genius- of an 
executive that he has dem onstr a te d a a player for y e a rs and years. 
He took 
a team that received only scant attention when the e xperts were m aking t Ii oil 
pre-season predictions about th e outc om e of the pennant race ami got it p la y­ 
ing hull at a rate that amide it look like a first division cert ain ty. 
T h u t in it ­ 
self is worth some kind of a prize. 
Along with cleve r m a n a g e m e n t and s a g a ­ 
cious handli ng of pitchers, Collins held up his end of the field work with 
ail his cu sto m a ry brilliance.
